The refusal of Town Meeting to 
approve with a two-thirds vote the 
Selectmen’s suggestion that they 
authorize purchase of an elemen- 
tary school site off Bancroft Road 
was responsible for a flurry of 
official and citizen activity this 
week, 


For its part, the Board of Select- 
men fired off a letter to the 
Planning Board requesting that 
it pass opinion on two possible 
sites in advance of another Special 
Town Meeting, tentatively sched- 
uled for Noy, 14, 


The first is the rejected Ban- 
croft location which the planners 
neither approved nor rejected in 
advance of the last meeting, It 
still appears to be the Selectmen’s 
preference, But they have also 
suggested for survey an area of 


slightly less than 20 acres directly 
across from the Turner Orchard 
on South Main Street, Portions of 
property held by four residents 
would be involved, They are Clin= 
ton Shaw, Wallace Brimer, Robert 
Shorten and Arthur Reynolds, 


Meanwhile the School Committee 
marshalled its forces to prepare 
voters to accept the next school 
site proposal, At the suggestion 
of Committeewoman Virginia H, 
Cole, the board decided Tuesday 
to arrange individual meetings 
with the boards of all five local 
PTA organizations, presenting the 
facts on school congestion, PTA 
officials will be asked to pass 


this information along to their 
members in one manner or 
another, 


All members of the School Com= 
mittee indicated that they stand 
ready to speak to PTA gatherings 
or other groups,

ago, however, when perce tests 
showed that on site sewage dis- 
posal would not be feasible, 


Both R, Wayne Long, 291 Ss, 
Main St, and Richard H, Moody, 
12 Suncrest Rd., believe the town 
should go ahead with construction 
of a school in this area and 
accelerate its long-range sewer 
plans to eliminate the waste pro= 
blem, In letters to the Selectmen

Contemporary art in Yugosla- 
via, the new exhibition at the Addi- 
son Gallery of American Art, 
Phillips Academy, will be on view 
through Nov, 13, This exhibitionis 
not intended as a survey of all the 
art that is currently going on in 
Yugoslavia but is aselective show, 
focusing in some depthon the works 
of four sculptors and nine painters 
all in the generation to emerge 
since World War II, 

Hermann Warner Williams Jr., 
director of Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D, C,, who 
selected the exhibition on an ex= 
tensive trip through Yugoslavia in 
1965, comments in his foreword 
to the catalogue: ‘Yugoslavia, 
despite its comparatively recent 
birth as a nation, has an ancient 
artistic tradition, being for cen= 
turies astride the border of the 
Holy Roman Empire and that of 
Byzantium, Thus its culture has 
both Western and Eastern roots, 
the influence of which, even to 
this day, can still be detected in 
the lively and vital work now being 
produced,

Neither the painters nor the 
sculptors can be grouped under 
any one classification, although 
only one of either group is con-

Six tiny man-killers which have 
caused more deaths than all the 
wars of history are spotlighted 
in a new exhibit at Boston’s 
Museum of Science, 

Magnified 40 times under a 
microscope for visitor-viewing 
are a house fly, mosquito, flea, 
body louse, tsetse fly, and a tick = 
all frighteningly effective germ 
carriers, 

In the past this sextet has been 
responsible for the wiping out of 
vast portions of a population 
through epidemics, for the loss 
of battles through disease, and for 
the weakening of whole nations 
through chronic infections, 


Even today, in spite of specta= 
cular advances in public health, 
these germ carriers take a terrible 
toll of human life and progress, 
Examples: an epidemic of yellow

SECTION 23 A, CHAPTER 626, General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts: 

oe All board meetings shall be open to the public and to 
the press unless the board shall vote to go into executive 
session. Such executive session may be held only for the pur- 
pose of discussing, deliberating or voting on those matters 
which hy general or special statute, or federal grant-in-aid 
requirements cannot be made public, and those matters if made 
public might adversely affect the public security, the financial 
interest of the district, city or town or local housing authority, 
or the reputation of any person, . ,’’ 


This is the law. 

In recent weeks it has been bent and twisted and cir- 
cumvented in Andover until now it has become this news- 
paper’s responsibility to alert the public to the frequency 
with which some of its key boards flout the law of the 
Commonwealth.

New Hawk | 


Introduced 


The first public showing of the 
new self-propelled Hawk missile 
system, which was developed for 
use in forward area combat zones, 
was made Monday by the U., S, 
Army Missile Command and Ray= 
theon Co, at the annual meeting of 
the Association of the U, S, Army 
at the Sheraton Park Hotel, 
Washington, D, C, 

The self-propelled Hawk com= 
bines the proven effectiveness and 
reliability of the present Hawk 
missile system, currently de= 
ployed both in the United States and 
overseas, with the degree of 
mobility necessary to keep pace 
with today’s combat division, The 
firing unit can traverse roughter= 
rain, be quickly emplaced, andhas 
the firepower and effectiveness to 
counter successfully the low 
altitude air threat present at the 
Army division level.

Conservationists Fight 


Highway Builders Plans 


The struggle to protect valuable 
natura] areas from destruction by 
highway builders is being fought 
throughout the nation, Unfor= 
tunately much of the time it looks 
like a lost cause, 

At Franconia Notch, N, H,, the 
state and the federal government 
are cooperating on a completely 
unthinkable plan to put a four-lane 
superhighway through the gorge 
below the Old Man of the Moune- 
tain, And conservationists aretold 
that plans have progressed so far 
that it is too late now to turn the 
road back, 

Efforts have been renewed to 
stop the extension of Interstate 
Route est of Boston 
through the important Fowl 
Meadow wetlands area and along 
the open preserved land of the 
Metropolitan District Commise 
sion’s Neponset Reservation, 

In Rhode Island, an important 
battle was won recently when the 
State Department of Public Works 
shifted the path of the proposed 
Route 2 after much opposition 
from the Audubon Society of Rhode 
Island and a number of conserva- 
tion organizations, The road would 
have destroyed one of the last 
remaining important wildlife 
havens in the Providence metro- 
politan area, Putts Bog in the Hunt 
River flood plain at Davisville, 

Sometimes conservation wins, 
But most of the time, after long 
delays, the highway goes through 
where it was originally planned, 

Such plans seem so utterly ab= 
surd that one wonders how they 
could have been advanced to the 
no-return stage before en= 
countering stiff opposition, Though 
such work is usually done on the 
State and local level, the simple 
fact is that conservation is seldom 
given any real consideration when 
routes for new roads are mapped 
out and when a choice of alterna 
tive routes exists, 

Under the new Federal Highway 
Act cf 1966, federal, state and local 
government parklands and historic 
sites are to receive some Protec=- 
tion against highway building in the 
future, But many of our valuable 
wildfowl marshes, woodlands and 
nature sanctuaries are not in the 
public domain, 

Conservationists must get inthe 
fight early if they are going topro= 
tect these naturalareas from high= 
ways, Early decisions made when 
alternate routes are available are 
of great importance, 

This is vita) work for local 
Conservation Commissions, For 
conservationists must inventory 
valuable open space before they 
can convince highway engineers 
that certain wild areas are im- 
portant, Only then will conserva= 
tion be given just consideration,
